Republic, we would establish within a year or two a great chain of bufter states -Na..onalist 
China, Korea, Thailand, Japan, Philippines, who have already passed through the crucible of 
Communist hell. They would form a real East Asian Pact force, with about 300 million people, 
not only to defend themselves but eventually to convert the rest of Asia to decency ari dem 
ocracy. Together with the U.S.A., Britian, France, Australia and New Zealand, wio w:.id supply 
that Asian anti-commmist bloc chiefly with naval and air forces, we would have 2stab ished in 
the East an impregnable barrier to agpression, and the communists there would have t: 2411 quits.
